My life as a couch-surfer

I enter an 
8oo -square-foot 
apartment. There 
are hardwood floors 
throughout, and the 
living room’s floor- 
to-ceiling picture 
windows allow views 
of the trees and the 
Red Line “L’ tracks. 
The hum of the train 
mixes with chirping 
birds— to me signs of 

a happy neighborhood. 

For almost a week, this Uptown condo has 
been my home. I found the place— a friend 
from grad school lives here— via Facebook. 
I’ll stay in his guest room for a couple more 
days, then move on. Oh, and I won’t pay a 
nickel in rent. 

I’m couch-surfing. 

It’s not a new con- 
cept. I’ve found places 
through the decade-old 
couchsurfing.com, a glob- 
al hospitality and home- 
stay network in which 
hosts open up their homes 
to guests free of charge. I 
also find couches through 
friends and their friends, a 
lot of times through Face- 
book, and the principle is 
the same: People open up 
their homes free of charge. 

No matter which method 
I use, I limit my stay to 
a week. 

I just relocated to Chica- 
go — my hometown — from 
L.A. for family reasons. 

But I can’t stay with imme- 
diate family My grandmother’s home, where 
I grew up, was just sold and she moved into 
an assisted living center. And my mother now 
resides in a retirement community Other 
relatives live in far-flung suburbs and I prefer 
to stay in the city 

None of us ever know when we’ll be in 
housing transition. We may lose our jobs, 
relocate for work, get divorced, be recent col- 
lege grads, you name it. We move, but don’t 
necessarily get transferred with the luxury of 
having corporate housing while we settle in 
or surplus money for Airbnb. That’s where 
couch-surfing comes in. It’s an affordable, 
fun way to test-drive different neighborhoods 
before choosing one to call home. And, un- 
like a lease or sublease agreement, you can

always leave! 

This all started a few years ago when I was 
living in California. I had suddenly been laid 
off and couldn’t pay rent. I posted my “I need 
a couch to crash on for a few days” plea on 
Facebook and found places to land until I 
could find a job and an apartment again. But 
savings from that couch-surfing stretch in 
L.A., from 2009 to 2013, meant I could chip 
away on my student loans. 

My best experience was staying with a 
friend and her husband— and their three 
children younger than 5. Being amidst their 
loving family struck a chord with me since 
I didn’t grow up with my father and, seeing 
how this dad interacted with his own chil- 
dren, I imagined what it would have been 
like. The worst experiences were with male 
hosts who suggested I stay in their beds, 
offering a “Don’t worry I’ll stay on my side.” 
Needless to say, I packed up and moved on. 

One of my rules is to al- 
ways have a back-up couch, 
in case something like that 
happens. If you’re staying 
with a stranger through 
couchsurfing.com, take 
advantage of the reviews 
on the site to see whether 
you and your host are a 
good match. 

Couchsurfing.com also 
offers additional safety tips 
and even has a special sec- 
tion for women at about. 
couchsurfing.com/safety. 

Now that I’m back in 
Chicago, freelance writing 
and job hunting, couch- 
surfing has offered an op- 
portunity to help determine 
housing and neighborhood 
“must-haves” versus “wants.” In addition to 
finding a temporary home in Uptown, I’ve 
stayed on an air mattress in an Andersonville 
living room and on a couch in Lincoln Square. 

While couch-surfing doesn’t involve 
money changing hands, I always give my 
couch host something, such as a gift card 
to the grocery store or pitch in, if there are 
children in the house, and babysit. 

And there is a greater gift: Whether your 
couch hosts are friends or strangers, you’ll get 
to know each other better and, oftentimes, 
share a meal and discover the city together. 

If you’ll excuse me, I have to run. I’m head- 
ing to a pull-out sofa in Ukrainian Village.

By John Byrne i Chicago tribune 
Mayor Emanuel said he met with Spike Lee 
on Wednesday and expressed his displeasure 
with the director’s decision to call a movie 
he’s planning to film “Chiraq,” which Emanu- 
el said Lee told him would be about black-on- 
black violence in Englewood. 

“We had an honest, frank conversation,” 
Emanuel said of his meeting with Lee that 
Emanuel’s staff said took place at City Hall. 
“He said that while the movie is about the 
neighborhood of Englewood, I was clear that 
I was not happy about the title. I told him 
also that there are very good people that live 
in Englewood who are raising their family and 
there’s a lot of positive things that are hap- 
pening in Englewood mainly driven by the 
people that make up Englewood.” 

The New York-based director drew atten- 
tion this month when reports surfaced that 
he was working on a movie titled “Chiraq,” 


a nickname for Chicago often employed by 
rappers to highlight the extreme violence in 
parts of the city 

Emanuel said Lee acknowledged during 
their meeting that Chicago isn’t the only 
violent city in America. “It’s happening in 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, New York, where 
he’s from. He talked about a name of a part 
of Brooklyn where he’s from. He talked about 
how Philadelphia’s referred to. He talked 
about how Baltimore’s referred to.” 

Emanuel has been dogged by high-profile 
shooting deaths and periodic spikes in street 
violence during his time in office, and tried to 
walk the line during the recent mayoral cam- 
paign of touting the strides his administration 
had made in dealing with the problem while 
remaining sympathetic to Chicago residents 
who don’t feel safe in their neighborhoods. 

Emanuel did not say whether Lee agreed to 
consider changing the title.

Chicago police spokesman 
Marty Maloney recently blamed the pro- 
liferation of illegal guns on the rise of ho- 
micides this year compared with last year. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
logged in the last week in Greater Grand 
Crossing, Morgan Park and South Chica- 
go on the South Side, according to police 
information.

Former NFL player Hernandez 
convicted of Ist-degree murder

victed of first-degree 
murder and sen- 
tenced to life in prison 
Wednesday for a dead- 
ly late-night shooting, 
sealing the downfall of 
an athlete who once had a $40 million con- 
tract and a standout career ahead of him. 

Hernandez, 25, who had been considered 
one of the top tight ends in professional foot- 
ball, pursed his lips and sat down after the jury 
forewoman pronounced him guilty in the slay- 
ing of Odin Lloyd, a 27-year-old landscaper 


and amateur weekend football player who was 
dating the sister of Hernandez’s fiancee. The 
conviction carries a mandatory sentence of 
life without parole and automatically triggers 
an appeal to Massachusetts’ highest court. 

Jurors deliberated for 36 hours over seven 
days before rendering their decision, which 
also included convictions on weapons charges. 

“The jury found that he was just a man who 
committed a brutal murder,” District At- 
torney Thomas Quinn said after the verdict. 
“The fact that he was a professional athlete 
meant nothing in the end.” 

Lloyd was shot six times early on June 17, 
2013, in a deserted industrial park near Her- 
nandez’s home in North Attleborough.
